Of the Oath of the Provoſe. 


We ordain that whoever is elected Provoſt 
of the College, ſhall take the following 
Oath: publickly in the Chapel.

1 ſwear, that I will from my Heart em- 


brace the true Religion of Chriſt; that I 


will prefer the Authority of Scripture to 
the Determinations of Men ; that from. 
thence I will ſeek the Rule of my Life, 
and the Sum of my Faith; that I will 
eſteem the King's Authority ſupreme in 
all Things, and no Ways ſubject to the 
Juriſdiction of foreign Biſhops, and to the 
utmoſt of my Power oppoſe all Opinions 


contrary to the true Word of God. I like- 


wiſe ſwear, that I will preſerveand manage 
all the Benefices, Lands, Farms, Poſſeſſi- 


ons, Demeſnes, Revenues, Rights, Liber- 


ues, Privileges, in fine, all the Goods of

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the ſaid College, as far as I am able, and 
lawfully can, without Diminution or Waſte; 
that I will in all Things obſerve the Sta-

Of the Authority of the Provoſt, and the ſeven 
1 1 Senior Fellows. . 


A Oraſmuch as in every well conſtituted 
1 >Socicty a parity of Members is princi- 
pally to be avoided, as tending to Anarchy 
and univerſal Confuſion, therefore we ap- 
poiat the Provoſt head of this Society, and 
inveſt him with the higheſt Authority in 
preſiding over Perſons and the Affairs of 
the College, and all other Things which 
any Way relate, of may relate, to the Go- 
W vernment of the College. But that he may 
the better diſcharge his duty, we ordain and 
will, that of the whole Number of Fellows 
the 


the ſeven firſt in Seni ority be 1 YE 
to him, and that, with their Advice and "8 
Aſſiſtance, he tranſact all the more import- 
ant Affairs of the College, whether relating 
to Morals, Learning, or CEconomy, and 
that theſe ſeven be called Senior Fellows: 
But what Authority they ought to have, is 
explained partly here, and partly in ſeveral 
other Statutes of the College. Our Will 
therefore is, that the Provoſt; and major 
Dart of theſe Seniors, (namely four) do re- 
gulate and determine the Government of 
the College, all Elections of Fellows, Of- 
ficers, Scholars, and Servants of the Col- 
lege, and the conferring of Degrees. In all 
which Determinations, our Will is, that the 
Provoſt, or, in his abſence, the Vice-Pro- 
voſt, be always one. But in letting to 
Farm Lands, Tenements or Houſes, and 
in perteſting all other Inſtruments, to which 
the College Seal 1s to be affixed, our Will 
is, that nothing be ever done without the 
Conſent and Vote of the Provoſt, or, if 
there be, that it be deemed null and void. 
But if one or. more of the Senior Fellows 
ſhould happen to be abroad, and abſent 
from his Collegues, when, in the Provoſl's 8 
Judgment, the Affairs of the College re- 
quire a Meeting of the Fellows, the Num- 
ber ſeven ſhall, for that Time, be filled up 
out of the Junior Fellows, taken accord- 


ing to their Seniority; and whatever * 
e 
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be done by the Provoſt, with the affent and 

conſent of four out of the ſeven thus fill- 
ed up, ſhall be valid; but if one or more, 
who were lawfully called, and had Notice 
given them of the Hour and Place of 
Meeting, ſhall abſent themſelves, their 
Votes ſhall be reckoned on the Provoſt's 
ſide. Now we judge them to be lawfully 
called, who have Notice given them of the 
Place and Hour of Meeting by any Perſon 
ſent by the Provoſt, or if the Provoſt or 
Vice-Provoſt, or whoever preſides in the 
Hall at Table, at the Time of Dinner or 
Supper, ſhall publickly acquaint them, that 
there is to be a Meeting the next Day, at 
ſuch a Place and Hour, much more if the 
Provoſt himſelf ſhall adjourn the Meeting, 
or appoint one anew.

TVHE reſt of the Body of the College

In this Election the Scholars of the Col- 
lege ſhall always have the preference, and 
in like Manner the Poorer ſhall be preferred 
to the richer, the more Learned to the leſs 
Learned, the more Virtuous to the leſs Vir- 
tuous, provided they be equal in other Re- 
ſpects. The Power of Electing, (as before 
appointed, ſhall be in the Provoſt, and 
major Part of the Senior Fellows. At the 
Time of the Election of Fellows, (namely 
the Monday next after Trinity Sunday,) 
in the firſt Place all the Electors, mindful 
of the Oath given to the College, ſhall 
take Care and reſolve, to elect no one to 
be a Fellow, who is branded with Infamy, 
convicted of Hereſy, or of diſſolute Man- 
ners and Life, but ſuch only, as in their 
Conſcience they ſhall judge qualified.

= brated ; and on ordinary Days at Morning 


and Evening Prayers, at the Hours appoint-

Fellows, or Doctors, or 
Batchelors in Divinity, ſhall on Sundays or

4 ; Our Will alſo is, that on ordinary Days, 
all the Fellows, Scholars, and Students be 
e BF preſent at Prayers, at ten in the Forenoon, 


and four in the Afternoon, (not being pre. 
vented by a lawful Impediment, to be ap- 
proved of by the Provoſt, or, in his Ab- 
lence, the Vice-Provoſt or Dean,) under 
the Penalty of three Pence Fine on the Fel- 
lows, as above, and one Penny on the reſt 
of the grown-up Students: We deſire and 
entreat all to attend fix o'Clock Prayers in

Moreover our Will is, that all Scholars, 
Penſioners, and Sizers, who are abſent from 
Prayers on Sundays, Feſtivals, or their 
Eves, or depart before they are ended, 
without leave firſt obtained, ſhall, if they 
be grown up, (that 1s, if = be full eigh- 
teen Years of Age) be puniſhed two Pence 
each, and they who come late an Halfpen- 
ny; but if they have not attained the Age 
above-mentioned, they ſhall be whipped, 
or otherwiſe corrected at the Dean's Diſ- 
cretion, in the Hall, on Friday at five 
o*'Clock in the Afternoon, as well for their 
Abſence on Feſtivals, as on ordinary Days. 
But if the Provoſt ſhall take Notice, or be 
informed by the Deans, (whom we require 


to acquaint the Provoſt with the Names of

after three Admonitions he does not amend, 
he ſhall expel him the College. Moreover 
we appoint and orcain, that the Batchelors 
ſhall never be obliged to attend Corrections 


on Friday, but the Dean ſhall only have 


their Names in a Roll given in by the Mo- 
nitor, that he may ſee how often each of 
them has been abſent, or come late, on 


Feſtivals or ordinary Days, and the Abſen- 


tees ſhall be puniſhed two Pence, but thoſe 


who 
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= who have come late, one Penny; and if 
they offend often, they ſhall attend the 
next Corrections, and declaim publickly in 
the Hall on a ſubject to be given them by 
one or other of the Deans: We account 
thoſe to come late, who enter the Chapel 
after the Lord's Prayer at Evening, or at- 
ter the firſt Pſalm at Morning Prayers; but

as if abſent. But on Friday at five o'Clock, 
(for our Will is that there be no Supper 
that Night) the Deans ſhall appoint Cor- 
rections, whereat all the Scholars ſhall be 
XX preſent, during which time whoever does 
not anſwer to his Name when called, and 
= ſtay till they are ended, ſhall, if he be 
XX grown up, be puniſhed a Penny, if a Boy, 
*X ſhall be corrected at the Diſcretion of the 
XX Dean. Afterwards, a Monitor ſhall at the 

= ſame Time be appointed by the Deans each 
Week in Turns, who ſhall carefully mark 
the Names both of the Batchelors and other 
Scholars, and how often they ſhall be ab- 
ſent from Prayers, or otherwiſe offend ; 
ſome of the Scholars alſo ſhall be appoint- 
ed to inform the Deans of fuch as ſwear, 
are idle, ſpend their Time in the City, 
og quarrel, fit drinking in public Houſes, or 
any other way bring Diſcredit on the Col- 
lege by their Behaviour: But if any of the 
Fellows or Scholars happen to be prevented Mil

Moreover we will and ordain, 
that one of the Deans, with two or three 
of the Fellows, (if he thinks fit) ſhall thrice 
at leaſt every Week viſit the Chambers of 
the Scholars, at what Hour he pleaſes, but 
eſpecially in the Evening after Supper, be- 
fore Bed-time, that he may ſee whether they 
be within, and how employed, If he ſhall

CHAP:

_ CHAP. XIV. 
Of the Chief Leftarer, and Under-LeBurers. 


HoOraſmuch as this College is founded, 
not only for forming Youth to Piety 
and Virtue, but alſo for the Inſtruction of 
them in the liberal Arts, we judge it neceſ- 
fary that certain Lecturers be appointed, 
and Claſſes and various Scholaſtic Exerciſes 
inſtituted, according to the Difference of 
Age, Underftanding, and ripeneſs of Judg. 
ment, And our Will is, that in the firſt 
Place, a chief Lecturer be elected yearly, 
(namely, at the Time of cloſing the Ac- 
counts) out of the Senior Fellows, whoſe 
Buſineſs ſhall be, to take care that each of 
the inferior Lecturers do daily and diligent- 
ly attend the Place and Time of Lectur- 
ing ; and if at any time a Lecture be omit- 
ted, to enquire into the Cauſe of ſuch Omiſ- 
ſion, and, if he finds it inſufficient, to lay 
the Affair before the Provoſt, or, in his 
Abſence, the Vice-Provoſt, that the Offen- 
der may be puniſhed according to the qua- 
lity of his Offence. Whatever Scholars 
he ſhall find abſent from Lectures, Diſpu- 
tations, Declamations, or any other Scho- 
laſtic Exerciſes which they are obliged to 
attend, he ſhall puniſh them a Penny; he 
ſhall take care chat the Diſputations _ 
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Declamations of the Scholars and Batche- 


lors be performed at their proper Times 
and Places, and ſhall himſelf be the Mode- 
rator of them: And therefore our Will is, 
that the Subjects to be diſputed and de- 
claimed on be appointed by him, and be 
performed by each Batchelor, Scholar, and 
other Student reſpeCtively, beginning at 
the Junior. The inferior Lecturer of each 
Claſs, (who our Will is, ſhall be appointed 
yearly by the Provoſt alone, but at. the 
time aforeſaid,) ſhall ſpend one Part of the 
Lecture-hour in reading to the Scholars, 
and the other Part in examining them. In 
his Examination of them our Will 1s, that 
by way of Queſtions and Anſwers he clear- 
ly explain, repeat, and often inculcate, the 
ſame Thing, nor ſhall he be ſatisfied, till 
the Scholar in ſome Meaſure perceives and 
underſtands the thing propoſed. He ſhall 
lay down and enforce the uſe of the Rules. 
We further - ordain, and our Will is, that 
each inferior Lecturer do carefully obſerve. 
and mark, how the Scholars of his Claſs. 
behave themfelves during the Time of 
Lecture, and puaiſh ſuch as are negligent, 
Moreover if he obferves himſelf, or ſhall 
be informed by others, that any. Scholar 
either frequents the City of Dublin, or 
waſtes the Hours ſet apart for Study in 
idleneſs and playing in the College or the 
Fields, ſo that he cannot give a ſatisfactory

account of his ſcholaſtic Exerciſe; our Will 
is, that he acquaint the chief Lecturer there- 


with, who ſhall puniſh the Offender, not | 


only for his abſence from, or coming late 


to, the Lecture he ought to attend, but alſo 


for his inattentive behaviour at it. 


CHAP. xv. 
Of the Scholaſtic Exerciſes of the Claſſes. 


HE Claſſes, into which Undergradu- 
ates are to be divided, ſhall be four. 
The Exerciſes common to all the Claſſes

Rules of the Lectures to be made every 


| Week, and ſhewed to the Lecturer. A 


Theme likewiſe, or Verſion of Engliſh in- 
to Latin every Week. The Lecturer ſhall 
appoint a particular Theme or Verſion, and 


every Saturday require from the Scholars 
the Exerciſe performed. 
A Declamation. Two ſhall declaim every 


Week by turns, and that by Heart, in the 
Hall, on Saturday or Friday after Morning 
Prayers; the Subject to be taken from 
Morality or Politics. The Scholars of every 
Claſs, (if it conveniently can be done,) 
ſhall be inſtructed in Greek and Hebrew by 
Lecturers appointed for that purpoſe. For 


our Will is, that yearly, (namely, at the 


Time 
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Time of making up the Accounts,) there 
be two Greek Lecturers choſen by the Pro- 
voſt, and major part of the Senior Fellows; 
one out of the Senior Fellows, who ſhall 
lecture publickly in the Hall thrice every 
Week of each Term, namely, on Mondays, 
Wedneſdays and Fridays, at Seven in the 
Morning. All Batchelors of Arts, toge- 
ther with the Scholars of the third and 
fourth Claſs, ſhall attend this Lecture; and 
the other ſhalt be choſen out of the Junior 
Fellows, or Maſters, who ſhall alſo lecture 
three Times a Week, on the Days afore- 
ſaid, but at Nine of the Clock in the 
Morning; this Lecture ſhall be attended 
by all the younger Scholars of the firſt and 
fecond Claſs. And whenever any Bene- 
factor ſhall be pleaſed to found and endow 
an Hebrew Lecture, the Lectures ſhall be 
choſen out of the Senior Fellows, if there 
can be found one among them fit for it, 
otherwiſe out of the Junior Fellows, who 
alſo ſhall have Hebrew Lecture in the Hall

raſmuch as without good CEconomy, 2 | 
only 
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only the College, but even a private Fa» 
mily, cannot ſubſiſt; we appoint and or- 
dain, that one of the Senior Fellows, who 
is frugal, honeſt, and equal to Buſineſs, be 
choſen Burſar, by the Provoſt and major 
part of the Senior Fellows. Whoſe Buſi- 
neſs ſhall be to receive the Rents and what- 
ever in general is due to the College, and 
to expend whatever ſhall be neceſſary for 
the College uſe, but not without the Con- 
fent of the Provoſt, or, in. his Abſence, 
the Vice-Provoſt. He ſhall enter upon the 
Exerciſe of his Office, immediately after 
his Election and Admiſſion, firſt taking an 
Oath, and giving Security to the College. 
The Sum ſhall be at the Diſcretion of the 
Provoſt, and major part of the Senior Fel- 
lows. He ſhall not ſuffer the Accounts of 
the preceding. Year to be blended with his, 
Whenever therefore the Burſar ſhall receive 
Money due to the College from-Tenants or 
others, he ſhall give an-Acquittance for the 
payment of the Money, but never by him- 
ſelf, but either the Provoſt, or Vice- Pro- 
voſt, or the Dean, ſhall ſign it. 
Whatever he ſhall receive ſhall be depo- 
ſited the ſame Day in the public Cheſt, and 
in the ſaid Cheft there ſhall be a Book of 
Accounts, in which ſhall be entered the 
Sum received, with the Day of the receipt 
of it, and by whom paid, and on what Ac- 
count, and whether it be the whole year's 
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Rent, or a part of it, and whether there 
were any Arrears due before. When any 
Sum of Money is taken out of the public 
Cheſt of the College, either for the ordi- 
nary Expence of Diet, or to pay Salaries, 
or for repairing the Buildings, Utenſils, or 
in ſhort for whatever Uſe, our Will is, 
that the Burſar ſhall enter it in the afore- 
ſaid Book, and be a ſubſcribing Witneſs, 
nor ſhall he apply it to any other Uſes. 
He ſhall moreover have a private Book of 
Diſburſements and Receipts for himſelf, 
and ſhall faithfully enter in it whatever he 
receives and lays out each Week. The 


Burſar ſhall take Care that proper Proviſion 


be made for 'the ordinary Diet of the Fel- 
iows, Scholars, and the reſt of the Students, 
in the Hall, and that it be ſerved up in 


order in the Hall, at the time of Dinner 


and Supper. And further, our Will is, 
that he take Notice of the Actions of the 
inferior Servants, that he may admoniſh 
and reprove them, if they at any time neg- 
le& their Duty, and he may puniſh them 
by his own Authority, unleſs it be for ſome 
notorious Offence. And whereas the Ser- 
vices of ſome of the poor Scholars or Sizers 
are neceſſary, as well for the Fellows and 
their Commoners, as the Tables of the Scho- 
lars and Penſioners; We will and appoint, 
that each of the Fellows have Liberty 
to admit one ſuch into the College, (ow 
vide 


. 
vided he be fit to learn Logie) and mores 
over the Provoſt ſhall: appoint eight, or 
more, if he thinks fit. Nevertheleſs our 
Will is, that (leſt they ſhould be a Burden 
to the College) their Number never exceed 
thirty at the ſame time. Out of theſe the 
Provoſt ſhall appoint ſome to wait on the 

Scholars Tables. The Burſar ſhall allow 
no-one. Commons who dines or ſups out of 
the Hall, unleſs it ſhall appear, that he has 
obtained Leave from the Provoſt, or his 
Repreſentative, to. dine or ſup out of the 
Hall. But if by the Abſence of any from 
the Hal, there be any Fragments left, the 
Burſar ſhall diſpoſe of them as he thinks 
fit, for the uſe of the Sizers;'or other poor 
Perſons. Moreover- our Will is, that the 
Burſar take care, that the College ſuffer no 
Damage, by neglecting to take Notice of 
thoſe, who have leave to be abſent from 
the College for a Time, or thoſe who: by 
way of Puniſhment are judicially ſtruck out 
of Commons fora Time. And further we 
command, that he take: immediate Care, 
that nothing be charged for Commons to 
ſuch as are abſent, or under ſuch a Cenſure. 
And that the Burſar may be apprized of 
ſuch Matters, our Will is, that as well ſuch 
as have obtained leave to be Abſent, as 
they who ſtrike any out of Commons, ſhall 
acquaint the Burſar therewith, under the 
1 il 030t (921 e Tn 
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Penalty of adiſcretionary Puniſhment by tbe 
Provoſt and Burſar for every ſuch Neglect, 
The Burſar ſhall take Charge of all Sik 
ver Utenſils, which are in daily Uſe at 
Dinner and Supper. He ſhall take care to 
mend whatever Defect there may be in any 
part of the Edifice or Building. If any 
thing belonging to the Chapel, Library, 
Kitchen, Buttery, or any part of the Col- 
lege, wants repairing, the Burſar Mall en- 
quire into it, and ſee that it be repaired, 
but with the Conſent aforeſaid ;- he ſhall 
alſo take Care that the Provoſt's Chambers 
and Windows be kept in repair on the In- 
ſide. For theſe Purpoſes he ſhall provide 
in time, Timber, Stones, Coals, and what- 
ever elſe may be neceſſary. Laſtly, it ſhall 
be the Burſar's Buſineſs to prevent any Da- 
mage ariſing to the College, from delaying 
the payment of Money, which may be due 
from the College, or Pupils of whatever 
Kind or Degree, for their ordinary Com- 
mons, to the Baker, Brewer, or others. 
Our Will therefore is, that he ſhall take a 
Receipt from thoſe to whom he pays any 
Money, and at every Month's End, or 
within ten Days after, he ſhall call the But - 
ler and thoſe who are concerned, and make 
diligent Enquiry what Money is due for 
Commons. But whoever ſhall: neglect to 
pay as required by the eighth Statute, the 
Burſar, having firſt 3 the Provoſt,

berty our Will is, that the Provoſt ſo re- 
gulate, as never to ſuffer above the third 
part of the Fellows or Scholars to be ab. 
ſent from the College at the ſame time. 
But if any of the aforeſaid Fellows or Scho- 
lars ſhall not return to the College within 
the limited Time, he ſhall be' expelled the 
College, unleſs he has obtained a further 
Day from the Provoſt, or, in his abſence, 
the. Vice-Provoſt, for ſome weighty Cauſe 
to be approved of by the ſame, and by the 
Provoſt at his Return. If any during his 


abſence happens to fall ſick, and by Letter

the Time of his Sickneſs ſhall not be reck- 
oned among the limited Days of Abſence. 
We likewiſe appoint, that the Provoſt, 
or, in his Abſence, the Vice-Provoſt and 
major part of the Senior Fellows, ſhall ne- 
ver grant to any Fellow or Scholar more 
than one Quarter's Abſence in each Year, 
over and above the limited Days, unleſs 
on ſome very weighty and urgent Occaſion. 
Our Will alſo is, that Abſentees ſhall have 
no Allowance for their Commons, except 
in caſe of Sickneſs, or their being employ- 
ed in tranſacting the Buſineſs of the Col- 
lege. In which Caſe we appoint, that the 
Provoſt, or whoever ſhal} be ſent on the 
College-Buſineſs by Direction of the Pro- 
voſt, or, in his Abſence, the Vice -Provoſt, 
and major part of the Senior Fellows, (who.

ſlightly ſtrike the Provoſt, Vice-Provoſt, 
Dean, Chief Lecturer, a Doctor or Batche- 
lor in Divinity, or ſhall on purpoſe ſpoil 


the Locks of the Gates, or by Stealth open 
the Gates of the College, or ſhall promote 
Conſpiracies or Snares againſt the College, 


or at any time ſtir up Seditions in the Col- 


lege, or ſhall bring on it any ſignal Da- 
mage, or be the Cauſe of its ſuſtaining it 
by others, or ſhall brand the aforeſaid Col- 


lege with Diſgrace and Infamy, and ſhall 


confeſs the ſame, or be convicted thereof 


by ſufficient Witneſſes, before the Provoſt, 
or, in his Abſence, the Vice-Provoſt ; then 


the ſaid Provoſt or Vice-Provoſt, having 


ſummoned the Deans, ſhall expel him from 
the College, as a Member infectious, and 


very dangerous to others. But whatever 


the Vice Provoſt ſhall do herein, or in

Approbation of the Provoſt. But our Will 
. is, that the puniſhment of ſuch other Crimes, 
as the Provoſt ſhall think fit to ſubmit to

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ever inflifts any puniſhment. ſhall ſend a 
Note to the Clerk of the Buttery, in which 
ſhall be ſer down the Names of the Offend- 
ers, and the Puniſhments' inflicted'on each 
of chem. Theſe the Clerk ſhatl enter in a 
Book kept apart by himfelf, and every Sa- 


turday ſhalt write them down by the Names

them from their Putors, in the fame ac- 
count, and under the ſame Penalty, with 
the other Expences.

the Chancellor without Delay ſhall. report 

it to Us, that, as ſoon as may be, the GUl- 
lege may be provided with a fit head. 
When we have elected a new Provoſt, and 
e R ſignified 
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ſignified the ſame to the Vice · Provoſt of 
.the College, the Election ſhall forthwith 
be declared by him, in the Name of the 
King's Majeſty; and the new Provoſt ſo 
elected, as aforeſaid, having taken the Oath 
preſcribed to the Provoſt; in the Chapel, 
before the Vice-Provoſt, (whom in this 
caſe we impower to adminiſter the Oath,) 
and the reſt of the Senior Fellows, ſhall 
take upon him the Office of Provoſt of the 
College. But during the Vacancy, and till 
a new Provoſt be nominated by Us, and 
admitted to the Provoſt-ſhip of the College, 
our Will is, that the Vice-Provoſt take up- 
on himſelf the care of the Government of 
the College, and act as Provoſt in every 
thing, except the Diſtribution of Chambers, 
all Elections, ſetting to Farm the Lands or 

Tenements of the College, and executing 
all A to which the College Seal 


is to be . 


CHAP. XXVI. 
Of the general Account, and the Election of 
Officers and Lefurers. 


Oraſmuch as even large Revenues and 
Incomes are not ſufficient to provide

for a few, much leſs a Multitude, unleſs 


they be faithfully paid, and, after they are 
received,

received, carefully ſaved, and prudentiy 
expended ; that all theſe things may be the 
better taken care of, our Will i is, that once 


in every Year, namely, on the twentieth 


Day of November, the Burſar ſhall give in 
a full Account of the whole Year paſt, be. 
fore the Provoſt, and all the Senior Fel- 
lows, and ſhall diſtinAly fet down, in the 


Manner preſcribed by the Statute, Of the 


Office of Burſar, what he has received, and 
what diſburſed, and what either the Col- 


lege is indebted to him, or on the contrary 


he to the College; to the End that the true 
ſtate of the College may appear, (as far as 
concerns them, ) to all preſent. 

If no Error be found in this Acco 
the Security which the Burſar depoſited 
ſhal! be immediately given up to him; 


but if there be any Error, then the Burſar, 
without Delay, before the Account is cloſ- 


ed, ſhall be obliged to pay and reſtore what- 
ever he is indebted to the College. Atthe 
ſame Time, (when the Account is ended) 
our Will is, that all Officers and Lecturers 
be elected by the Provoſt, or, in his Ab- 
ſence, the Mer Provoſt, and major part 


of the Senior Fellows; and that all Officers 


and Lecturers ſo elected, as aforeſaid, toge- 
ther with thoſe who are nominated by the 
Provoſt alone, ſhall the next Day after their 
Election, namely, at nine of the Clock in

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the Forenoon, publickly in the Chapel, be- 
fore the Provoſt, or, in his Abſence, the 
= Vice-Provoſt, and all the Fellows, Scholars, 
= and Fellow-Commoners, or at leaſt the ma- 

4 Jor part of them, there afſembled, take an 
Oath in theſe Words, laying their Hands 
on the Holy Goſpels of Chriſt : 

I A. B. Vice-Provoſt, Dean, Burſar, 
<<. &c. elect of this College reſpectively, 
« do ſwear, that I will faithfully Diſcharge 
<< the Office committed to me, according 
to the Statutes. of this College: So help | 
me God, and his Holy Goſpels. 

But if any of the Officers or, Lecturers 
Mall within 3 Year, before the next ge · 
neral Account, happen to die, or leave the 

College, by Promotion, Reſignation, or 
any other Way, then, within three Days 
after the Vacancy is known, another fit 
Perſon ſnall be elected by the Provoſt, or, 
in his Abſence, the Vice - Provoſt, and major 
Part of the Senior Fellows, in his place, 
which he ſhall be obliged to ſupply under 
Oath, to the time of the next general Ac- 
count, and no longer.

C HAP. XXVII. 
Of the Conclufion af the Statutes. 


1 are the Statutes which your 
Predeceſſors have in great part hand- 
ed down ; but we have taken care to have 
them amended in many Reſpects, and 
thought fit to deliver them to you and your 
Succeſſors, reduced into this Form. We 
appaint. therefore and ordain, that, (diſan- 
nulling all other Statutes heretofore framed 
for the Government of this College,) the 
Heads af the College ſhall rule and govern 
it according to theſe Statutes, and no other. 
And that no one, whoſe Duty it is co 
obey, may offend through Ignorance, our 
Will is, that theſe Statutes be read pub- 
lickly and diſtinctly by the Deans. in the 
Chapel or Hall, at Key beginning of every 
Term, at which reading, our Will is, 
that all the Fellows, Scholars, Fellow- Com- 
moners, and other Students be preſent, un- 
leſs any of them be for a reaſonable Cauſe 
Ä by the Provoſt, or, in his Abſence, 
the Vice-Provoſt.; But if any Doubts ſhould 
ariſe in theſe our Statutes, which cannot 
be determined with any certainty; in the 
firſt Place we command, that in order to 

come at the Truth, they conſider the lite- 


Wand grammatical Senſe, as alſo our Inten-

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tion; but if any Doubt or Difference con- 
cerning any Article of our Statutes ſhould 
ariſe between the Provoſt and Fellows, or 
between the Fellows themſelves, or any 
others of our ane t he Deci ſion, or true 


and full Underſtanding, of which cannot, 
within eight Days incluſive from ſuch 
Doubt's ariſing, be ſettled by the Provoſt, 
and major part of the Senior Fellows, to 
the Satisfaction of all Parties; then our 
Will is, that two of the Fellows to be ap- 
pointed for that Purpoſe by the Provoſt and 
major part of the Senior Fellows, together 
with the diſagreeing Parties, ſhall repair to 
the Viſitors of the College, (who are named 
in the Charter of Foundation, as it is now 
confirmed by Us, ) and lay before the ſaid 
Viſitors the whole Diſpute, certified under 
the College Seal, beſeeching them in the 
Lord, to clear up and determine all ſuch 
Doubts, according to the plain, common, 
literal, and grammatical Senſe; and ſuch as 
is moſt applicable to the Doubt before 
them. And our Will is, that the Provoſt, 
Vice-Provoſt, Fellows, and all others of the 
ſaid College, acquieſce in, and effectually 
ſubmit to, the Explanation, Determinatt- 
on, and Declaration of the ſaid Viſitors 
concerning the aforefaid Doubt, ſo certifi- 
ed as above, under the Obligation of the 
Oath given by them to the College, and 
the Penalty of perpetual „

the ſaid College; our Will being, that 
neither the Words or Intention of the ſaid 
Statutes be in any wiſe perverted, by the 
Continuance of any Cuſtom, Abuſe, or Act 
whatever. And foraſmuch as other Caſes 
alſo may ariſe, all which it is impoſſible for 
human Prudence to foreſee; therefore we 
impower and authorize the Provoſt, and 
ſeven Senior Fellows for the Time being, 
namely, that the Provoſt, and major part 
of the Senior Fellows, may in Caſes not 
touched upon, (where there is no expreſs 
Determination in the Statutes,) eſtabliſh 
new Rules, which, (provided they are not 
repugnant to our Statutes, and have the 
Conſent of the Viſitors,) our Will is ſhall 
be Obligatory, under the Penalties therein' 
preſcribed, until, (when the Cauſe ceaſes) 
the Provoſt and Senior Fellows, or the ma- 
Jor part of them, ſhall think fit to diſannul 

the ſaid Rules, with the Conſent likewife 
of the Viſitors. Nevertheleſs we entreat 
th: Provoſt, and Senior Fellows, to make 
uſe of this Power as ſeldom as poſſible, and 
not without a preſſing Neceſſity, leſt a too 
frequent making of new Laws ſhould occa- 
ſion them to fall into Contempt.

happen to proceed even to the Deprivation. 
or Removal of the Provoſt, Vice-Provoſt, 
or any other, from their Adminiſtration or. 
Office, or to the Removal of any Fellow, 
Scholar, or Student from this College, (if 
the Statutes of the College ſo require ;) 
with this Proviſo always, according to the 


Tenour of the Charter, that in Deprivati- 


ons, and all the more important Affairs of 
the College, nothing be ever done without 
the Approbation of the Chancellor of the 
College, (whom we appoint chief Viſitor 
of this College,) or if. there be, it ſhall, be

We appoint alſo and ordain, that the 
aforeſaid Viſitors, beſides this ordinary or 
triennial Viſitation, ſhall and may have 
Power to come to the College, and execute 
the Office of Viſitors, as often as they ſhall 
be required ſo to do, by the Provoft and 
major part of the Senior Fellows, or by 
the Provoſt alone, or by the whole Num- 
ber of the Senior Fellows, even againſt the 
Provoſt's Conſent.

Laſtly, our Will is, that three authentic 
Copies of theſe our Statutes be committed 
to writing, the firſt of which ſhall be ſafely 
laid up in the Archives of the College ;

and laſtly, the third ſhall be lodged in the 
Hands of the Chancellor of the College.

i Of the Librarian. 


| Ter will. and} ordain, that the Librari- 
an be ſuch as is deſcribed in the 


Statutes of the College, Frugal, a keeper 


at Home, given to Study, and a lover of 


Books; and that he be elected to the Of- 


fice f Librarian out of the Fellows or 
Maſters of Arts who are not Fellows, by 
the Provoſt and Senior Fellows, or the ma- 
jor part of them, (not yearly, as hereto- 
fore, but whenever the Place ſhall. be va- 
cant.) ; The Perſon ſo. elected ſhall conti- 
ue in the Office, until he ſhall be remoy- 
ed by the Provoſt and major part of the 

- Senior; Fellows, as hereafter directed. And 
that he may apply himſelf with the greater 
Alacrity and Diligence to the Diſcharge of 
dis Duty, our Will is, that his Salary be 
ſixty Pounds a Year at leaſt; to which we 

. \ wy" and adviſe an Addition to be made 
hereafter, by the Proyoſt and Senior Fel- 
lows, if they think fit, provided the Re- 
venues of the College admit of ſuch Addi- 
tion, and that, although there be no Addi. 
tion made to the Salaries of other Officers; 
| becauſe on the Care and Diligence of the 
Librarian, the ſafe Cuſtody of this literary 
r . depends. W Li- 
rarian 
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brarian after his Election ſhall, before the 
Keys of the Library are delivered to him, 
take an Oath before the Provoſt in the 
Chapel, in the Preſence of the Fellows and 
Scholars (in like manner as other Officers 
that he will faithfully diſcharge tlie Tru 
committed to him, according to theſe, and 
other Statutes of this College, not repug- 
nant thereto. After taking the Oath, and 
the Delivery of the Keys to him, he ſhall 
i remain in the Library each Day, from eight 
of the Clock in the Forenoon to ten, and 
= from two in the Afternoon to four, except 
on Feſtivals, and the three Weeks from 
the twenty third of December to the four- 
teenth of January next following. The Li- 
Brarian alone ſhall have the Cuſtody of the 
Key or Keys of the Library, nor ſhall any 
one elſe be permitted to keep them; but 
he ſhall always ſafely keep them with him- 
ſelf, nor ſhall he ever deliver or lend them 
to any, nor ſuffer them to be delivered or 
Tent by any one, unleſs he ſhall happen to 
be fick, or abſent for a Time, on ſome im- 
portant Occaſion, with the Leave of the 
Provoſt, and Senior Fellows, or the major 
art of them; in which Caſe, our Will is, 
that one of the Fellows or Maſters be ſub-

ture; which Delegate or Subſtitute ſhall 
be bound by the ſame Oath with the Li- 
brarian, to the Diſcharge of the ſame Du- 
ties.) The Librarian ſhall admit no one 
into the Library, even to view it, but in 
his own Preſence; nor when he is preſent, 
ſhall he ſuffer any to take the Books from 
their Places, or turn them over, but ſuch 


as have been admitted to the uſe of the 


printed Books by him, with the Conſent 
of the major part of the Senior Fellows, 


(having firſt taken the Oath, hereafter. pre- 


ſcribed, before the Provoſt; ) and thoſe who 
have been introduced into the Library for 
the ſake of Study, by the Fellows of this 
College, or Maſters of A in the 
College, (as is hereafter permitted.) 

Librarian ſhall take Notice of the Behavi- 
our of ſuch as are admitted to the Uſe of 
the Books ; and ſhall take care, that they 
return the Books into their proper Places, 
and no way ſpoil or foul them ; and ſhall 
carry the Names of fuch as behave them- 
ſelves negligently, and turn over and dif- 


turb the Books rather for the Sake 6f loi- 


tering than Study, or any other way offend 


againſt theſe or other Statutes, to the Pro- 


vaſt, who ſhall puniſh them for their Neg - 

ligence at his Diſcretion, and at leaſt dou- 
ble for any Damage they have occaſioned. 
The Librarian ſhall neither himſelf carry 


any Book our of the Library, nor deliver

nor-ſhall he ſuffer it to be carried thence, 
on any Account whatever, But if he ſhall 
offend herein, for the firſt Offence he ſhall 
be fined by. the Provoſt double the Value

ſecond, fourfold ; for the third, fivefold, 
and moreover ſhall be entirely removed 
from his Office. The Librarian ſhall alſo 
take care, that the Servant, who ſhall at- 
tend him for that Purpoſe, bruſhes part of 
the Books every Day; that they may all 
be kept, as far as may be, free from Duſt, 
and external Filth. But if any of them ſhould 
be ſtained with Spots on the Inſide whi 
he cannot take out, or if there ſhould be a 
neceſſity for them to be bound anew, he ſhall 
certify the Provoſt thereof, that by his Or- 
ders the Burſar may take care to have done 
Whatever he ſhall judge needful. oo 
As to what relates to the inner Chamber 
of the Library, where the Manuſcript Co- 
Pies, Books of Sculpture and Painting, 
Coins, Medals, and other things of greater 
Value are lodged, we ordain that the Li- 
brarian ſhall always keep the Doors ſhut, 
except when he is going in himſelf; nor 
mall he ſuffer any to go in, or make Uſe

of ſuch Copies or Books, but in his Pre- 
ſence; nor when he goes out ſhall he ſuffer 
any one to ſtay behind him, but at his De-

ſhall by no Means open the Cheſts in which 
the Coins, Medals, and other Things of 
greater Value are contained, (eſpecially be-

in his Abſence, at leaſt the Vice- Provoſt. 
Nor when they are opened, ſhall he ſuffer 
any one to take out of their Place or han- 
dle any Coins, Medals, or ſuch like Things, 
but ſuch as he ſhall deliver, and take care 
that they be immediately returned and put 
up again: And for that Reaſon he ſhall al- 
ways keep the Keys of the Cheſts, nor ſhall 
he ever deliver or lend them to any one, 
but in ſuch Caſes as above he is permitted 
to deliver or lend the Key or Keys of the 
Library, and with the aforeſaid Leave of 
the Provoſt and Semior Fellows.

S ſoon as all the Books and ſuch other 
Things as are to be removed into 
the new Library can be carried thither, and 
ſettled in the Places appointed for them, 
we ordain, that a compleat and perfect Ca. 
talogue be made of all the Books in the 
Library. In which the particular Place of 
each Book, together with the Marks with 
which they are ſigned, ſhall be referred to. 
Our Will is, that the ſame be done in the 
inner Chamber of the Library, where the 
Manuſcript Gopies are preſerved. And our 
Will is, that a Catalogue be alſo made, of 
the particular Tracts in each Volume, of 
all the printed Books, and other Things 
repoſited there, in which Catalogue the 
Places where each particular is to be found 
ſhall be referred to. And thar this literary 
Treaſure may be always preſerved entire 
and in proper Order; we moreover appoint,
